Jfi is ilris'lmi) (®rirmb that the costs of proceedings 
under the Labourers Acts, payable to the Solicitor for 
the Sanitary Authority, shall not in the case of any one 
holding exceed the sum of £l, together with the Stamp 
duty, and the expenses of the Engrossment of the Order 
in duplicate fixing the rent and conditions subject to 
which the holding shall be held, at the rate of 3d. a folio, 
and of the Map on such Engrossment not to exceed 
7 s. 6 d. 

The Court, or a Commissioner in Chamber, shall have 
power to give further costs, br to withhold costs wholly 
or partially in any case on special grounds. 

Where cases are withdrawn by the Sanitary Authority, 
the Solicitor for the Sanitary Authority shall only he 
entitled to such sum for costs as the Court, or a Com* 
missioner. under the circumstances shall award. 
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The costs of owners and occupiers appearing in any 
such cases shall be fixed by the Court or a Commissioner, 
as shall be deemed just, having regard to the foregoing 
rules.
